Before leaving Chicago Mrs. Ander- 
son denied she and her husband ever 
had quarreled, even though notes he 
left behind for her had intimated that 
she had shown a lack of faith in him 
during church squabbles. 

“ Battle of the Ladies.” 

Some deacons of the church, meeting 
in St. Joseph Wednesday, had heard 
rumors of disputes in the pastor's 
home. 
due to a struggle for prominence in 
church affairs carried on between Mrs. 
O. E. Servis, about 650, and Mrs. C. 
T. Johnson, about 42. Th e former 
is' the confidante of the pastor’s wife, 
the latter the life of church sociables. 
The former is said to have done many 
kind things for the pastor's family 


latter many effective things | 
for the church.

In “smiling Georgia,” one of the 
most fertile spots In the world, the 
peasants are unable to live because 
the soviets take a large part of their 
grain as taxes and then pay them 
about 1 gold ruble, or 50 American 
cents, per bushel for the remainder.
